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President-Elect 


Hoover looks better and better as he 
assumes the care of future presiden- 
tial business. 


Seated with him in his office just 


before his departure for Florida, this 
correspondent saw a cheerfulness, a 
humor and a spirit of eagerness nev- 
er noted before. As secretary of com- 
merce both at his office and at his 
home Mr. Hoover almost always car- 
ried a solemn air. Sometimes it re- 
flected worry, sometimes an intense 
responsibility. 


Not having seen the 
president- 


elect since'the campaign, it was nat- 
ural to observe contrasts. The cam- 
paign seems to have revived the gen- 
iality of youth for Uiere is no better 
way to make new contacts and re- 
ceive the inspiration of association 
•with folks generally than on the 
stump. Other presidents have 
re- 


marked upon it and the effect of 
crowds and contact with many dif- 
ferent types of people, is just as de- 
finite in one direction as is isolation 
and seclusion in producing the op- 
posite result, 


Mr. Hoover seems happy. Work as 


such never made him apprehensive 
or uneasy. He ieUsnes--large respon- 
sibility but it is one thing to ap- 
proach- tasks as &. subordinate and 
quite another thing to do as one's 
own judgement dictates. 


SELECTS CAREFULLY 


Mr. Hoover saw a number of cor- 


respondents individually in the last 
ten days but did not, of course, talk 
for quotation. Members of congress 
have in their conferences Balked 
mostly about cabinet places and a lit- 
tel about legislation. Mr. Hoover 
hasn't selected his cabinet. He is far 
more concerned about the type of 
man than any political considera- 
tions. He wants conscientious public 
servants and when his cabinet is 
finally announced it probably will re- 
veal his intense interest in getting 
an official family whose personal 
equations he knows intimately. 


Mr. Hoover will not be away from 


the national capital very long. He 
probably will be here at least 10 
days before inauguration. The truth 
is he will play a little and get the 
benefit of the winter sun in Florida 
but he will be back here soon for the 
simple reason that he just can't stay 
away — he is eager to get to work.

to keep the roads open because there 
•was'Very little snow. Almost any 
kind of a truck attached to a plow 
could push aside -the small amount 
of snow covering the,, highways, but 
this year, with drifts from three to 
six feet across the roads, equipment 
of a radically different type was re- 
quired and the county didn't have it. 


COUNTY EQUIPMENT 


Outagamie-co owns at this time 


four caterpillar'tractors, five or six 
four wheel drive trucks rated at 
three ton capacity and maybe a half 
dozen or more rear driven trucks of 
smaller capacity. 
Out of this total 


equipment only the caterpillar trucks 
are of sufficient weight power and 
strength to be really effective for 
removing a heavy snow, such as fell 
this year. But the caterpillar trucks 
are "slow, lumbering affairs, with a 
speed of about 4% miles an hour 
without load and a speed of not to 
exceed 2% miles an hour pushing 


Light trucks breaking down under 
stress in zero temperatures 
soon 


take the enthusiasm out of the most 
sanguine workmen and it would in- 
deed be noteworthy if an organiza- 
tion could keep fighting against the 
odds which faced Outagamie-co after 
the big storm. 


The experience of the county has 


conclusively proved that roads can- 
not be kept open in a normal winter, 
and this is a normal winter for Wis- 
consin, with 
equipment 
designed 


and purchased to haul gravel in the 
summer. 
The trucks which Onta- 


gamie-co has are adequate for every 
demand during the summer road con- 
struction and road maintenance sea- 
son but they are entirely inadequate 
for winter maintenance. 


The moral Is that if Outagamie-co 


is to continue In the business of 
keeping its highways open in the 
winter It must invest in special 
equipment for that purpose, even if

taking from the standpoint of the 
state, in that it would be a big step 
in purifying the water of the 
Fox 
. River. 


But looking at the project from 


•' a business standpoint, and with the 
.-welfare of this city at heart, he did 
not view the idea -with much favor. 


The proposal would ' merely mean 


s-.ihe addition of an extra $400,00 or 


$500,000 load against the city 
for 
' 'sewer expenditures, he pointed out. 


"Appleton already 
has 
planned 


construction of a sewerage system of 
its own," he said.. "Storm water and 
sanitary sewers will be separated 
throughout the city, the storm wa- 
ter to be dumped into the river, and 
the sanitary sewage to be handled at 
a sewage disposal plant. Construc- 
tion of the first unit of the inter- 
cepting sewer along the north bank 
of the river will start in the spring. 
The entire project'will cost In the 
neighborhood of $200,000.

Appleton, with approxi- 
mately half the population of the en- 
tire district, naturally would be as- 
sessed about half the cost, and I 
don't think it unreasonable to esti- 
mate the cost of such a project at a 
million dollars or more. Thus it is 
readily seen that the city's share 
would be about $500,000, or possibly 
more."

sewer from Neenah to Kaukauna 


r would run .considerably over $1,000,- 


000, 
the mayor estimated. He said 


the interceptor probably would have 
to be a 60 inch pipe of brick, the 
cost of which would amount to $15 a 
foot. As more than 14 miles of in- 
tercepting sewer would have to be 
installed, the cost "would easily ex- 
ceed a million dollars. ~ 


Besides this cost, a' disposal plant

The business side of Santiago has 


rather an American tinge because of 
the extensive advertising of Ameri- 
can products, although if it were not 
for our automobiles, machinery and 
oil, Chile's -imports 
from Europe

The United States supreme court 


" sent a sour Valentine to former Feder- 


al Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
now czar of baseball, in its decision on 
diverting water from Lake Michigan 
for the Chicago drainage canal. And it 
was not the first backhanded compli- 
ment which the high court has paid 
the once sensational jurist. 


The federal government's suit to en- 


join Chicago from taking an excessive 
amount of water from Lake Michigan 
was filed in 1913. The supreme court 
in 1925 declared: "After it was sub- 
mitted to the judge, according to his 


• own statement, he kept it about six 


years before delivering an oral opinion 
in favor of the government of June 19, 
1920. No valid excuse was offered for 
the delay. There was a motion for re- 
consideration, but the judge took no 


• further action of any kind until he re- 


signed in 1922"—the year Judge Lan- 
dis decided to shepherds-major league 
baseball out of scandal and disrepute. 


In Monday's decision the 
supreme 


court reminded the public' that one of 
the reasons Chicago had gone on tak- 
ing 8,500 feet of Lake Michigan water 
in defiance of law was "the inexcusable * 
delay made possible by the failure of 
the federal court in Chicago to render 
a decision of the suit brought by the 
United States." This delay, the court 


•< said, had made it possible for Chicago 
• to set up the plea that it was entitled 


to the excess diversion to "preserve the 
health of the district 
Putting this 


plea forward has tended materially to 
hamper and obstruct the remedy 
to 


which the complainants are entitled in 
vindication of their rights, riparian 
and other." 


After this delay Lakes Michigan and 


Huron struck the disastrous low ebb 
of 1925-6, when the extra half foot tak- 
en by Chicago could mean the 
differ- 


ence between profit and loss in the 
loading of lake vessels. Chicago mean- 
time refrained from taking any action 
toward disposing of its existing load of 
sewage in any other way than via the 
excess diversion. So property owners 
and shippers on the lakes owe it large'- 
ly to Kenesaw Mountain Landis that 
they Avill have to wait fh e or six years 
longer than was necessary for Chicago 
to handle its sanitation problem in a 
modern way and stop extracting lake 
levels. And it is very seldom that the 
United States supreme court goes out 
of its way in so downright a fashion to 
condemn a judge in the lower courts. 


SICK LEAVE 


New York city is the best tube in 


the country for studying the flu epi- 
demic. Its health commissioner makes 
a report 
which should be 
read 


throughout the United States. 


He reveals that only four and a half 


per cent of all influenza cases in nine 
days in that city have been fatal. But 
influenza due to failure of the patients 
to recognize it or obey orders or take 
treatment has led repeatedly to pneu- 
monia. In this same nine day period 
thirty-one per cent of New York city's 
1,622 cases of pneumonia proved fatal 


" Flu, or at least this year's edition of 
it, is not so bad of itself. What kills is 
the mistaken assumption that flu is 
over when it isn't, or rather -when its 
effects have not 
passed away 
suffi- 


ciently and pneumonia 3urk? just 
around the corner for the unwary. The 
health commissioner pleads that "all 
employers realize that a sick workman 
it not only a menace to hi? fellow 
workers but is seriously endangering 
his own health bv continuing on the 
job." 


The liberal policy on sick leaves 


which this authority asks is based 
upon a mass of tragic evidence and 
upon statistics, which are incontrover- 
tible. It ROCS for the country at large 
ts well as New York. 


A SEABOARD FIB 


Edward C. Carrington, chairman of 


the Great Lakes-Hudson Waterways 
association, regales the people of Chi- 
cago via the Chicago Tribune with an 
insinuation that the St. Lawrence sea- 
way would really cost more than the 
waterway he is supporting, dug across 
the entire state of New York. 


Mr. Carrington says the estimate of 


the United States chief of engineers— 
who reported that the St. Lawrence 
waterway cost for 
navigation works 


would be only $173,520,000 divided be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
while'the route via the Hudson would 
cost $506,000,000 all out of the Amer- 
ican treasury—is "at variance by the 
small sum of $600,000,000 with the Ca- 
nadian estimate of cost." 


But the Canadian estimate of $783^, 


930,000 with respect to the St. Law- 
rence seaway did not refer to the sea- 
way alone. It included work already 
done in the 
St. Lawrence channel, 


which would 
not have to be done 


again. It included construction of the 
locks at the Soo, the Welland and St. 
Lawrence canals. 
It included work 


still to be done by Canada at Welland. 
It 
included 
all the American ship 


channels in the international water- 
ways, already built or to be enlarged. 


Mr. Carrington knows all this. Yet 


he broadcasts an assumption that these 
expenses are exclusively related to the 
St. Lawrence seaway, and part of the 
cost of constructing it as compared 
with constructing his Hudson route. 


The New York project rests on fibs 


like this, selfish politics, and seaboard 
indifference to the genuine needs and 
serious handicaps of the middle west. 
Mr. Carrington offers a beautiful ex- 
ample of the character of opposition to 
the St. Lawrence route. In its intellec- 
tual dishonesty that opposition is un- 
worthy of American respect.

THE ELDERLY VICTIM

Death of an elderly pedestrian in a 


nearby traffic accident calls attention 
again to the handicap of the older gen- 
eration in modern traffic—a handicap 
of habit. 


Recently a safely expert recalled the 


conditions which surrounded in their 
youth most of the people who now are 
fifty-five years or older. If they lived 
in the city they had to consider only 
horse-drawn traffic; if in the country, 
horses and oxen. A horse would shy 
around a child in the road, as a rule, 
and an ox step carefully over it or 
stop. People walked fearlessly into the 
highway. A runaway was about the 
only genuine peril except in the larg- 
est cities. Speed was so moderate that 
a glance at the immediate vicinity of 
an intersection was all that was needed 
to insure safety. The older generation 
of today formed its subconscious traf- 
fic habits under these circumstances. 


Changing the old brain tracks has 


been difficult for many. By comparison 
the modern child is • fortunate. 
He 


learns a wholesome fear of the high- 
way from the time his mother first lets 
him play on the sidewalk, with fre- 
quent reminders as he starts to school. 
He has the right complex when he ap- 
proaches a curb. The excessive num- 
ber of traffic accidents among elderly 
people may be laid to the misfortune 
of their early training as much as to 
their lack of agility. The older a man 
is the more set he is in early habits. It 
is necessary for him to keep this edu- 
cational handicap in mind, remember- 
ing that his instinct is all tfrong for 
modern conditions, and will normally 
lead him straight into danger unless 
he imposes a conscious control over it.

ments by which some men's names arc 
remembered.

Medical ethics or professional eti- 


quette is. to ;>ut it in plain and sim- 
ple language, fair dealing on the part 
of the physician toward his patient, 
the public and himself. It does not 
permit a physician of good standing 
to indulge in any such comment in 
nrint or hy word of mouth. If the 
'ay man wil regard this from the 
proper viewpoint — that is. assume he 
is the patient. Or hia own house- 
hold or family is the one concerned 
— he will at once see that this prin- 
ciple of medical ethics or etiquette 
is right. It rests with the physicians 
in charge to give out any informa- 
tion or details which they and the 
patient's family or friend may deem 
due the public. 


That's the gist of medical ethics or 


etiquette applying- to such a ques- 
tion. and nobody can pick any flaws 
in the principle. 


Naturally there is a certain inter- 


est the public has in the health of a 
miblic officer. Xo candidate for pres- 
ident or governor deserves to be ac- 
cepted or endorsed by the public un- 
less he provides a satisfactory bill of 
health. It is a kind of fraud for a 
man to stand for public office when 
he knows and his medical adviser 
knows b.ut cannot divulge, that the 
man is unlikely to live th.-ough the 
term of office if bis candidacy is suc- 
cessful. How far this rlaim may go 
in regard to the British public and 
the King I am tinaMe to judge. But 
in the United States the public is 
clearly entitled to uneolored report."

from all other duties. 


The primary purpose of having an 


honor guard is to make certain that 
nothing shall be done that will con- 
stitute disrespect to the Unknown 
soldier. Formerly, visitors were in 
the habit of sitting on the tomb, eat- 
ing lunch there and scattering litter 
about the grave. Attempts 
were 


even made to chip off bits 'of gran-, 
ite for souvenirs. 


The presence of mUitary authority, 


of course, makes everyone behave in 
a dignified manner. No one is per- 
mitted to touch the tomb now, and 
those who make the pilgrimage to 
Arlington pay their tribute in an 
atmosphere most impressive. 


The presence of this military au- 


thority also serves another purpose. 
The -visitor instinctively feels that' he 
is on sacred ground. 
The 
impres- 


sive solemnity is entirely in accord 
with the whole idea of honoring an 
unknown- hero.

MINIMUM WAGE LAW

Legislation on Subject Nulli- 


fied in Several States, 
Bureau Reports 


BY BASCOM 3V. TIMMONS 


Washington, D. C.—Although Wis- 


consin and several other states for a 
number of years have successfully 
pioneered with minimum-wage laws 
for women workers in this country, 
the movement to create such laws 
throughout the nation has slackened 
considerably, the Women's Bureau of 
the Department of Labor stated in 
an exhaustive report on the subject 
made public Monday. 


Summing up the present situation, 


the report says, "The close of the 15 
year period since the movement first 
began 
in the United States finds 


minimum wage legislation not only 
nullified in several states by the at- 
tacks upon it, but subject elsewhere 
to constant pressure that has in- 
fluenced the actual powers and duties 
specified in the laws and the way in 
which those powers and duties have 
been carried out from day to day." 


"It is apparent that today many 


states have finished their experi- 
ments in setting rates for adult wo- 
men. 
The status of minors under 


most of these laws is still under- 
standing, but in most of the states 
where the provisions for adult wo- 
men have been held unconstitutional 
little or no effort is being- made to 
enforce the provisions relating- to mi- 
nors and no new decrees are being 
issued." 


In its investigation, the bureau has 


found that the principal objection to 
such laws are to the effect that busi- 
ness is injured by the payment of 
the minimum-wage rates. These ob- 
jections, they say, cannot be justi- 
fied.
